Message 

I believe  the  true  measure  of  an 
organization  is  properly  gauged  in 
direct  proportion  to  the  activity 
ancl  involvement  of  its  membership. 
For  that  reason  my  efforts  through 
the  coming  months  will  be  to  devel- 
op a higher  degree  of  involvement 
by  NOW  members  in  old  and  new  ac- 
tivities, thus  fostering  greater 
activity  and  resulting  in  greater 
membership . 

One  of  the  first  steps  taken  in 
this  direction  is  the  development 
of  a regional  editor  format  for  NOW 
NEWS,  whereby  six  or  seven  individ- 
uals will  share  the  responsibility 
for  gathering  and  presenting  the 
materials  for  this  quarterly  pack- 
age. A look  at  the  mast-head  in 
this  issue  will  reveal  that  the 
posts  for  the  southeast,  southwest, 
east-central  and  northeast  regions 
have  been  filled,  but  those  for  the 
west-central  and  northern  areas  are 
still  open.  I'd  certainly  welcome 
correspondence  from  any  potential 
volunteers . 

At  a special  interim  board  meet- 
ing held  in  Milwaukee  June  23 , dur- 
ing the  RCDA  Convention,  the  gover- 
nors also  endorsed  the  development 
of  two  new  programs  which  are  cer- 
tain to  prove  beneficial  to  the 
building  of  greater  involvement . 
Both  are  in  the  developmental  stage 
and  we  are  now  actively  soliciting 
volunteers  to  make  them  operative. 

The  first  is  a statewide  Speak- 
ers Bureau  which  will  be  able  to 
make  educational  program  speakers 
available  to  clubs,  providing  they 
are  willing  to  reimburse  the  indi- 
viduals for  their  road  expenses. 

The  second  is  an  Exhibit  Judges 
Pool,  which  will  be  run  on  a simi- 
lar basis.  In  this  case,  however, 


we  plan  to  go  a step  further  by 
providing  a seminar  at  the  annual 
convention  for  the  instruction  of 
interested  members  in  the  fine 
points  of  judging,  thus  providing 
a forum  for  building  a staff  to 
man  the  service  program. 

In  my  next  report  a more  de- 
tailed review  and  progress  report 
on  these  programs  will  be  present- 
ed to  you. 

The  establishment  of  a NOW  dis- 
tinguished Service  Award  was  also 
approved  by  the  board  at  the  June 
meeting.  This  new  award,  which 
will  be  presented  in  certificate 
form,  is  intended  to  provide  offi- 
cial recognition  of  individuals 
who  have  given  of  themselves  in 
special  or  significant  ways  to  the 
benefit  of  the  organization  and 
the  hobby  on  a state-wide  basis. 
They  will  be  awarded,  up  to  a max- 
imum of  ten  per  year,  at  the  ins- 
tigation of  the  President  and  Sec- 
retary . 

Another  item  on  the  agenda  at 
the  June  board  meeting  was  the  se- 
lection of  our  1975  convention 
site.  The  nod  went  to  Milwaukee, 
with  the  Milwaukee  Numismatic  So- 
ciety serving  as  host  at  the  Red 
Carpet  Inn,  May  17-18.  The  board 
also  began  investigating  possible 
sites  for  the  1976  and  1977  con- 
ventions . 

A preliminary  study  of  NOW  con- 
stitution and  by-law  revisions  was 
also  instituted  at  the  June  meet- 
ing. The  revised  sections  will  be 
reviewed  and  acted  upon  by  the 
board  at  its  regular  September 
meeting,  which  will  be  held  during 
the  annual  Milwaukee  Numismatic 
Society  fall  show,  following  which 
the  revised  constitution  and  by- 
laws will  be  published  in  the  pro- 
posed form  in  NOW  NEWS,  paving  the 
way  for  action  by  the  general  mem- 
ber-ship at  the  next  annual  show.

Rains  threat- 
ened all  that  day,  but  nearly  200 
were  on  hand  when  I,  as  host,  be- 
gan to  call  the  audience  to  atten- 
tion and  asked  for  nominations  for 
our  officers .

Russell  Rulau 


The  addition  of  Russell  Rulau 
to  the  Krause  Publications  editor- 
ial staff  has  been  announced  by 
Chet  Krause.  Rulau,  an  experi- 
enced numismatic  journalist  and 
one  of  the  country’s  leading  world 
coin  authorities,  who  for  the  past 
ten  years  has  served  as  editor  of 
"World  Coins"  assumed  his  duties 
as  editor  of  "World  Coin  News"  on 
May  1st. 

Born  in  Chicago  and  raised  in 
Milwaukee,  Rulau,  47,  has  been  an 
avid  coin  collector  since  he  re- 
ceived, as  a 1 2 year  old,  a hand- 
ful of  U.S.  and  foreign  coins  from 
a great  aunt . 

Rulau' s numismatic  accomplish- 
ments over  the  past  two  decades 
have  been  many.  A charter  member 
of  TAMS  and  a founder  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Exonumist  Society,  In  Oct- 
ober i960  he  concieved  the  term- 
"exonumist"  as  a descriptive  term 
for  collectors  of  non-government 
issued  numismatic  items.  Eight 
years  later  he  unveiled  another 
term  " checkophile , " to  describe 
collectors  of  checks  and  related 
fiscal  paper. 

The  author  of  hundreds  of  gen- 
eral and  definitive  numismatic  ar- 
ticles, Rulau  is  author  of  the 
book  "Modern  World  Mintmarks"  and 
has  been  editorial  coordinator  for 
"How  to  Order  Foreign  Coins . " He 
is  also  co-author  of  the  standard 
reference  on  American  Game  Coun 
ters,  and  his  most  recent  scholar- 
ly effort  is  a catalog  of  "Early 
Tokens  of  the  Queen  City,  Cinncinn 
ati"  which  began  appearing  serial- 
ly in  the  April  1974  TAMS  Journal. 

An  inactive  member  of  the  Air 
Force  Reserve,  Rulau  ended  18  yrs . 
of  service  with  the  U.S.  Army  and 
Air  Force  in  1962  to  become  a full 
time  numismatic  writer.  President 
Nixon  appointed  him  to  serve  on 
the  U.S.  Assay  Commission  which 
met  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in 
February,  1973.

PHILO  FOOTE 

Philo  A.  Foote,  a well-known 
Fond  du  Lac  coin  and  stamp  col- 
lector died  March  30 , 1974.  Mr 
Foote  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  Fond  du  Lac  Collectors'  Club, 
and  served  as  secretary  and  as  an 
official  in  many  Fond  du  Lac  coin 
club  events.  In  addition  he  was 
an  avid  researcher  in  the  Fond  du 
Lac  Postal  History  Club.  He  held 
a membership  in  the  Society  of  US 
Philatelies,  and  held  number  493  in 
Numismatists  of  Wisconsin.  He  was 
80  years  of  age.

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KING  JOHN  the  FIRST 
(of  the  U.  S.  A.  ?) 
by  Clement  F.  Bailey 

Ever  heard  of  King  John  I of  the 
United  States?  Nobody  else  ever 
heard  of  him  either  - until  Numis- 
matic News  recieved  an  ad  from  him 
back  in  July,  of  1964.  The  ad  went 
this  way,  "1964  King  John  I penny 
copper,  U.  S.  A.  1 . Great  item  for 
investment.  King  John  I." 

Ed  Rochette  at  the  time  was  edi- 
tor of  Numismatic  News  and  immedi- 
ately wanted  more  information  about 
not  only  the  ad  but  - King  John  I. 

The  exchange  of  correspondence 
extended  for  more  than  a year,  then 
started.  The  reply  from  King  John 
I - actually  Narcez  John  Gedwell  - 
indicated  that  the  token  or  medal 
was  being  made  by  Medallic  Art  Co. 

"It  symbolizes  the  hope  for  man- 
kind, it  enhances  the  American 
dream  that  anyone  can  become  Presi- 
dent, and  it  is  proof  that  Truth 
and  Courage  can  beat  City  Hall." 
So  said  King  John  I. 

He  went  on  to  say,  "the  advent 
of  a King  in  American  politics  need 
not  be  viewed  with  foreboding,  lik- 
en it  to  the  impartical  umpire  that 
watches  the  ball-game.  Three  Pres- 
idents lacked  the  courage  to  have 
coffee  with  me." 

He  not  only  claimed  he  issued 
the  penny  but  he  countersigned  one 
dollar  notes  with  "King  John  1st" 
across  the  face  to  make  them  valid 
pieces  of  paper  money.  He  was  also 
willing  "to  give  U.  S.  sovereignty 
back  to  Jack  Kennedy  for  only  a cup 
of  black  coffee." 

Ed  Rochette  wrote  back  to  King 
John  I and  asked  him  how  he  propos- 
ed to  become  King  of  America  sug- 
gesting that  a write  in  vote  on  the 
November  ballot  might  be  the  way. 


The  answers  were  quick  and  to 
the  point.  "I  do  not  propose  to 
become  King,  when  I already  am; 
but  I will  patiently  allow  the  in- 
telligence of  Americans  to  catch 
up  with  history  already  made." 
The  statement  was  signed  "His 
American  Majesty." 

In  the  meantime,  the  ad  was  not 
run  in  Numismatic  News  and  this 
bit  of  inaction  prompted  another 
missile  from  King  John  I. 

"I  don't  see  my  ad:  Reserve 
1964  King  John  I,  penny  copper 
number  1 U.  S.  A.  What  happened? 
Wake  up  Mac ! " 

Rochette  had  written  to  Medal- 
lic Art  Company  and  found  that  the 
piece  had  not  been  ordered.  His 
answer  to  King  John  I went  some- 
thing like  this:  "Let  it  not  be 
said  that  Numismatic  News  fears  to 
run  your  ad.  It  is  just  that  our 
common  minds  can  not  comprehend 
your  great  intentions  with  it. 
While  doing  additional < research  I 
find  that  the  very  secrecy  you 
have  so  often  mentioned  has  crept 
into  our  history  books,  nowhere 
can  I find  how  you  became  'King' ." 

This  additional  effort  by  Ed 
Rochette  to  obtain  some  solid 
guidelines  as  to  the  Kingly  status 
of  King  John  I failed.  It  did 
produce  this  little  gem  from  King 
John  I.  "Yokelism  is  rampant  in 
our  domain,  my  subjects  are  sus- 
ceptible to  the  new  crop  of  Bar- 
nums  and  the  very  pitches  they  em- 
inate . " 

In  the  meantime,  the  Washington 
Daily  News  reported  that  a picture 
taken  of  King  John  I in  their  edi- 
torial offices  was  taken  while 
King  John  I was  trying  to  get  the 
paper  to  print  his  story  - which 
they  failed  to  do. 

By  late  November,  1964  Rochette 
had  still  failed  to  get  the  infor- 
mation he  wanted  from  King  John  I 
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which  was  to  be  included  in  the 
series  Politicana  Americana  then 
running  in  Numismatic  News  - al- 
though bits  and  pieces  of  informa- 
tion were  obtained  from  other 
sources . 

All  that  appears  to  be  left  of 
the  incident  are  the  notes  that 
carry  "King  John  1st"  across  the 
face  - to  make  them  valid.  Never 
did  we  see  any  of  the  "King  John" 
icoppers,  although  they  may  exist. 

As  King  of  the  United  States  he 
did  leave  his  mark  on  our  American 
history  as  every  house-hold  does 
have  an  important  room  named  for 
King  John  the  First.
